SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The magazine Cream Filling #2 contains explicit photographs and text of men and 
women engaged in sexual activity with a focus on ejaculation onto women’s bodies. 
Close focus depictions of various parts of women’s bodies covered in ejaculate have a 
dehumanising and degrading effect. The dehumanising and degrading effect of such 
depictions are counterbalanced by the active part the women are shown to take in the 
sexual activity. Given the explicit depictions of sexual activity and the dominant focus 
upon the act of ejaculation the magazine is therefore classified as:
